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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-9 and 12 are currently pending in the instant application and are subject to the 
following new lack of unity requirement. Claims 10-11 are canceled by preliminary amendment.

The claims herein lack unity of invention under PCX rule 13.1 and 13.2 since, under 37 
CFR 1.475(a) the compounds defined in the claims lack a significant structural element 
quahfying as the special technical feature that defines a contribution over the prior art. The 
technical feature of the instant claim(s) is the piperidine ring connected to a linker CH2-Het 
group, which does not define a contribution over the prior art (as can be seen by Evans et al., 
U.S. Pat. No. 7,265,227), which corresponds to applicants formula (I). The variables on the 
piperidine ring vary extensively and when taken as a whole resuh in vastly different compounds. 

Accordingly, unity of invention is considered to be lacking and restriction of the 
invention in accordance with the rules of unity of invention is considered to be proper. 
Additionally, the vastness of the claimed subject matter, and the complications in understanding 
the claimed subject matter imposes a serious burden on any examination of the claimed subject 
matter.
